Harvest Hands Scarce?Why? 


From the Sacramento 
and San Joa- 


quin valleys?the 
great 
wheat fields 


of the State?comes 
the report 
that 


labor is scarce and harvest 
hands dif- 


ficult to obtain in sufficient numbers 
to meet the demand. 
To the person 


not familiar with the California mode 
of doing things, 
this would imply a 


scarcity of farm labor, yet such is not 
to a great 
extent the case. 
There 


ought to be, and we believe there are, 
plenty of men in this State 
to harvest 


the present crop at reasonable 
wages 


and without the loss ofa single bushel 
of grain. 
But it is difficult to get the 


requisite number of good hands at the 
proper time, and there are two causes 
for it. 
One is found among the labor- 


ers and the other among the farmers. 
As a general thing, the harvesting in 
California is done by men 
who do no 


work the year round 
except 
during 


the six weeks or two months of hay- 
ing and harvesting. 
They expect to 


be paid as much for this two months 
as the average 
farm 
laborer receives 


for the whole twelve months. 
As the 


haying 
season 
sets 
in, hundreds 
of 


great stout fellows sally out into the 
country from San Francisco, ami with 
the sacking of the last bag of wheat 
they return to their old haunts in tbe 
city to idle away 
their time until 


the 
commencement 
of next year's 


haying. 
They 
have 
no 
thought of 


remaining on.the farm from harvest to 
harvest. 
The offer of thirty dollars 


per month the year round is no induce- 
ment to leave the old loafing places in 
the city. 
They only work during har- 


vest?the 
period of the year when their 


services are in such 
demand 
that the 


farmer willpay 
almost any wages to 


get them. 
This is the laborer. 
Now 


for the 
farmer. 
The 
great 
wheat 


grower ofCalifornia does some foolish 
things. 
One of these 
is never to hire 


a man until he cannot do without him 
and then treat him as an inferior, a 
serf or a coolie, while he has him. The 
visitor to a large 
wheat ranch during 


harvest will at night find dozens of 
men rolled up in their own blankets 
sleeping in header beds, under wagons 
and in hay sheds. 
Ifhe will go to the 


breakfast table in the morning he will 
find the men standing 
around an ele- 


vated 
platform from which they are 


eating the coarsest 
food prepared by a 


cheap Chinaman in the most uninvit- 
ing style. 
He will find that these 


men are called from their blankets at 
the earliest dawn and kept in the field 
until darkness 
renders 
impossible for 


further labor. The moment a man's ser- 
vices can be dispensed 
with he is dis- 


charged. 
Can there be a kindliness of 


feeling or harmonious action between 
such 
laborers 
and 
such 
employers? 


There Is nothing save the wage* to in- 
duce the man to remain on the farm, 
and he leaves when he can no longer 
command exorbitant remuneration for 
his services. 
He says 
he is fed and 


housed like a pig, worked like a slave 
and treated like an inferior. 
The pol- 


icy of the farmer 
is to pay the man 


who works for him two months during 
harvest about what he should pay him 
for half the year. 
There 
is a remedy 


for this expensive evil. 
When 
labor- 


ers learn that it is more profitable and 
far more respectable 
to remain on the 


farm all the year at fair wages than to 
exact exhorbitant pay for two mouths 
and idle away the remaining 
ten in 


penury 
and 
want, 
and 
when 
the 


wheat grower discovers that it is bet- 
ter and more money making to pay a 
good man thirty dollars per month, 
aud treat him us an intelligent being 
all the year round, than 
to pay him 


four dollars per day for two months, 
farmers will commence 
harvest 
full 


handed and 
there will be fewer able 


bodied 
men 
loafing 
ten 
months 
in 


every 
year around the streets of Sau 


Francisco. 
These may 
be said to be 


extreme pictures 
and we admit that 


they are, but there is euough 
truth in 


them to convey an important lesson to 
both laborers and farmers.

stick of phosphorus 
four or five inches 


long, dissolve it ln hot 
water, half a 


gallon, 
Stir in corn meal until it is 


as thick as mush 
or dough; then stir 


in one pint of molasses;

put It in a bucket; 
hang the bucket on 


your arm, 
and with a long-handled 


spoon in your hand, 
go to each 
hole 


and put a small spoonful down in the 
hole.
